— A test may not be held 
while- the subject is “experi- 
encing physical' ‘ discomfort 
of significant magnitude or 
while possessing physical 
disabilities which, by them- 
selves, might cause an ab- 
normal response to be rec- 
orded.” 

Consent Needed 
— An examiner will corn 
fine his test questions to 
matters pretinent to the of- ; 
fense being probed. , 

The army order also incor- 
porated the defense depart- 
ment’s basic instructions 
that no lie detector examina- 
tion shall be conducted with- 
out first getting, the written 
consent of the person in- 
volved, and only after the 
person has been advised of 
his rights to refrain from 
doing anything that may 
tend to incriminate him.
